THE DAYLIGHT
SAVING BILL.

The daylight saving bill, which
has recently passed, requires all
clocks to be set forward one hour
on the 31st of March and set back
one hour or the 31st of October

This experiment has been tried
out in England and France with
satisfactory results. In England
in the short term of flve and one-
half months, the people saved in
fuel $12,000,000. In France the
saving amounted to $10,000,000.
The same number of hours is de-
voted to work, but the workers
begin an hour earlier and quit an
hour earlier, and therefore con,_
sume less fuel In the evening for
artificial light. The theaters,
and all places of amusement, res-
taurants and shops, by the earlier
closing, save one hour of fuel
necessary for heat and artificial
light.

Not only England and France,
but Austria - Huogary, Italy,
Sweden, Denmarg, Norway, Aus-
tralia, Ireland and Bermuda hm
adopted the daylight saving pl
and fourd it means economy
efficiency. It gives the people
more time for daylight recreation
after the day’s work is done; and
also gives an opportunity for
farm gardening, which has be-
come the exercise of many clerks

“Through its educational cam-
paign the bureauof Internal Rev-
enue has endeavored to cover
the field so thoroughly that igno-
rance of the law cannot be con-
sistently offered as an ‘‘excuse”
said Commissioner Hoper today.

who tails to flle his income tax
report will be regarded as a
money slacker, and when dis-
covered, as he will be, will be
made to suffer full penalties of
the law.

“To the -credit of the nation
it may be said that I have grat-
ifying and conclusive evidence
that these income taxes will be
paid by the great majority of
the American people cheerfully
and willingly. But the duty of
the bonest man does not end
rmth the payment of his own
tax. I call upon him to aid in
bringing into camp the tax
dodger, A man so niggardly as
to seek to evade what his re-
preseotatives in Congress have
declared to be his just share of
a tax imposed for the support
of our arms is deserving of no
